administration 
and pledge them- 


selves to vote for the nominees of the 
Democratic State Convention.

egates to the State Convention for 
each Congressional District will con- 
stitute a Congressional Convention. 
It was directed that the chairmen of 
eontestingcemmittees in Sun Joaquin 
county shall unite in calling a con- 
vention to elect delegates to the State 
Convention. In case of the refusal 
of one the other shall act.
